1 LONDON, Aug. 11-—A dispatch to a 
•news agency from Tokio announces defi- 
nitely that Admiral Togo has frustrated 
the attempt of the Port'Arthur squadron 
to escape and adds that the Port Arthur 
forts participated with the warships in 
the engagement, indicating, if true, that 
the fighting occurred close to the port. 


•WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The state 


department has received the following 
cablegram from the American legation at 
Tokio, dated today: 


"Yesterday the Russian fleet which has 


been harboring at Port Arthur came out 
and there ensued a battle which contin- 
ued throughout the day with the com- 
bined Japanese fleet. The result has not 
yet been officially announced." 


From Che Foo Consul General Fowler 


telegraphs as follows: 


"A Russian torpedo gunboat has ar- 


rived from Port Arthur. Fierce naval en- 
gagement yesterday." 


CHEFOO,"Aug.~ll.—The Russian squa- 


dron.left Port Arthur in response to im- 
perative orders 
from Vice Admiral 


Skrydloff. 


A semi-official telegram reports that 


the Russian battleships Pobieda and 
Retvizan have returned, damaged, 
to 


Port Arthur. Three Japanese torpedo 
boat destroyers are now outside this har- 
bor watching the Russian torpcOo boat 
destroyer Ryeshitelni, which still flies 
the Russian Hag. 


recent firing heard at Che Foo evidently 
came from Port Arthur, where the Ja- 
panese continue to attack daily ' with 
scarcely less energy than,they manifested 
during the severe three days fighting the 
latter part of July. The Japanese line 
he said now extends from 
tho north 


shore of Louisa Bay to a point imme- 
diately cast of Taiche bay, about seven 
miles "east of Port .Arthur. The Japa- 
nese, he alleged, wasted lives with reck- 
less courage. Their positions are fre- 
quently lost, retaken, then lost and re- 
taken again. 


ONLY SMALL SHIPS PURSUED. 
11:15 a. m.—The Russian fleet emerged 


from Port Arthur at 7 n. m., Wednesday 
morning. It is stated that only the 
smaller Japanese vessels engaged, and 
pursued it. The pursuit lasted two hours 
and a half. ' The hospital, ship Mongolia, 
carrying women and children, is said to 
have accompanied the fleet. 


The refugees from Port Arthur state 


that during the last five days Japanese 
shells from Wolf hills have been dropping 
nto the town, causing much damage. 
Several civilians have been hurt. One 
shell hit an oil store .house under Golden 
Hill. Five hundred sailors vainly at

NOT BY FRONTAL ATTACK 


CHE FOO, Aug. 11.—11:50 p. m.— 


Wednesday is said to have been chosen 
for the escape of the Russian warships 
at Port Arthur because the Japanese 
fleet was then exhausted by the constant 
bombardment of the two previous nights. 
Takushan, a mountain nea'r Port Arthur, 
which was taken by the Japanese Mon- 
day night, was recaptured by the Rus- 
sians the next dny. 


TOKIO, Aug. 11.—11 a. m.—Evidently 


driven to sea by the firo of the Japanese 
land batteries, the Russian fleet emerg- 
ed from Port 'Arthur yesterday morn- 
ing. Admiral Togo immediately closed 
in and opened a severe engagement which 
lasted until nightfall. 
Afterwards the 


Japanese destroyers and torpedo flotilla 
delivered a series of attacks. The Japa- 
nese fleet withdrew during the night. .A 
guard ship stationed off the harbor re- 
ported that she saw at dawn today the 
battleships Retvizan and Pobieda steam- 
ing toward the harbor of Port Arthur. 
Admiral Togo has not yet reported the 
results of yesterday's.engagement. It is 
thought here that the Russians attempt- 
ed to escape seaward, from a base which 
is no longer tenable, but that they again 
refused to attempt to 
force Admiral 


Togo's line. Details arc expected hourly. 


SAYS WARSHIP LEFT PORT. 


CHE FOO, Aug. 11.—10:30 n. m.—Cap- 


tain Rhestakovsky of the Russian tor- 
pedo destroyer Ritsitelini, which emerg- 
ed from Port Arthur with the fleet -Wed- 
nesday morning and which arrived hero 
early this morning,- states that his en- 
gines broke ddwn when he was midway 
between Che Foo and Port Arthur. He 
proceeded at a speed of 12 knots to this 
port. He says he saw no Japanese ves- 
sels.

He confirms previous statements that 


1 the large Russian warships had left Port 


Arthur, but refused to say directly that 
the fleet had gone on an extended crv.isc, 
but left the inference, in the course of a 
long interview that the-warships expect 
to join the Vladivostok squadron, which 
ho said had been recruited by tho '•pur- 
chase of ships from the Argentine Re- 
public. Captain Rlieutakovsky snid fur- 
ther that the Russian torpedo boats, 
gunboats and fmall craft generally re- 
mained at Port Arthur. Some cume out 
to perform their usual duties in the yi 
ciuity, but they did not follow tlie big 
shins. 


JAPS WASTEFUL OF LIVES. 


Captain Shestafcovsky stated that the

NOT SUCH A GLOOMY LETTER. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 11.—An in 


tercsting letter written by the railwuv

There was no indication 
as to how long it had been in transit 
from the besieged town. The letter says: 


"We are running -six trains daily, be- 


sides specials mostly conveying droops 
to and from posts. 


"We have twenty-five versts (sixteen

"The town is in excellent condition— 


almost normal. Twice a week a band 
plays, restaurants are open as well as 
many business houses. We have suffer-

arated from our children." 


RECEIVES NEWS OF ESCAPE 


Raulan Admiralty Hfar« ot Port Arthur

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 11, 6:08 p. m. 


—The admiralty has just received from 
Viceroy Alcxicft a brief dispatch official- 
ly announcing tho departure of the Port 
Arthur squadron. It docs not give de- 
tails and doubtless was the news com- 
municated to the admiralty by the' cap- 
tain of the torpedo boat -destroyer I'.ye- 
ahiteli.from Che Foo. 


1:53 p. in.—The apparent escape of tlie 


Port Arthur squadron is arousing the 
most intense interest here. No official 
news on the subject had reached the ad- 
miralty -when a correspondent showed 
the Associated Press' dispatch from Che 
Foo .to Admiral Avellan, cflief of thq.ad- 


,.. is officially stated'that no-'importanl 


fighting has occurred in the vicinity o: 
Mukden. The nearest Japanese outposts 
are forty miles away and only skirmishes 
havo occurred there. 


While no fighting has occurred on the 


eastern front a remarkable heavy move- 
ment of Japanese northward has been re 
ported. The Japanese seem to be trying 
a turning movement on Yontai or Muk 
•den. 


The Chinese bandits are becoming ex 


ceedingly bold. They attacked a party 
of Russian scouts from a joss house near 
the Yantai mines, and one hundred o 
them fell upon the military • telegraph 
'station, but were driven off. The daring 
of the bandits is 'attributed to the prox 
imity of the Japanese. 
. . Viceroy Yuan Shi Kai is reported to be 
moving north with his army, but he has 
not yet made a hostile move, 


WORKING TOWARDS MUKDEN. 
ANSHANSHAN, 12:49' p. m., (Half 


way between Hai Cheng and Liao Yang) 
Aug. 11.—A reconnoissance in force Au 
gust 7 proved that the Japanese arc 
making a wide detour of the Liao valley 
towards Mukden. The Thirty-fifth reg 
imcnt of sharp shooters with two guns 
participated in tho reconnoissance whicl 
was directed against the west flank o: 
the Japanese position near Anshanshan 
The movement revealed the presence o 
only one Japanese brigade, with ten 
guns lately landed, at the port of Nev 
(jhwang. The brigade is formed of raw 
recruits, almost boys. Tho whole Jap 
anese force south of Anshanshan is no 
more'than a division with a brigade o 
artillery. Tho remainder, of Genera 
Oku's army is evidently participating in 
the flanking operations. 


SPECULATE AS TO JAPS. 


MUKDEN, Aug. 8.—(Delayed in trans 


mission)—There is much speculation a 
to whether the Japanese, intend to at 
tempt to turn Gen. Kuropatkin's flanl 
between here and Liao Yang or north o 
Mukden. The Russians appear well sat 
isfied with the situation. Officers and men 
anticipate a big battle around Liao Yanj 
but the fear is expressed that the Japa 
nesc instead .of joining .issue there wil 
seek to turn the Russian position abov 
Mukden and cut the railroad.

The question of building an automo- 


lila road between Racine and Kenosha 
s again being agitated. It is said that 
Racine capitalists arc willing to build 
;heir end of the five miles if Kenosha 
can be-prevailed upon to do likewise. Ac- 
cording to information- from Kenosha 
Ur. Clarence Snyder, of this city, has 
jeen at that place- feeling of the pulse 
of the people in regard to the improve- 
ment of the sandy highway that has 
jeen a disgrace to the two counties for 
years. 


At present tho road is nothing more 


nor. less than a regular sand hole, almost 
impossible for farm teams to haul a 
licary 
load through, taxing .carriaga 


horses to pull buggies and carriages and 
making progress slow for automobiles. 
But the conditions are better in this' 
jourity than in that of Kenosha. •The' 
claim, that it is the worst stretch of 
road between Racine.and Chicago is no 
doubt true and people who went to the 
ball game last Sunday will testify to the 
truth of this statement. 


The Kenosha papers say that Mr. Sny- 


der, who has done much to bring about 
friendly relations between Racine and 
Kenosha, is quite enthusiastic over the 
proposed 
improvement. 
The 
paper 


further says:

RACINE. PEOPLE: WILLING. 


"Mr. Snyder has been feeling the pulse 


of tac auto owners in Racine and he 
seems convinced that if the people of 
Kenosha are willing to take up the mat- 
ter the Racine people will be waling and 
ready to do their part to secure the 
completion of the road. 


"People who use 
automobiles claim 


that the road between Racine and Ken- 
osha, along the lake shore, is the worst 
stretch of road between Chicago and 
Milwaukee. The present road is noth- 
ing more/than a pile of sand, and the 
auto which plows through it is always 
forced to lose a vast amount of time. 


COST WOULD'BE HEAVY. 


"The building of the road as proposed 


bv Mr. Snyder would be a permanent, 
improvement for tlie two -jountios, but 
at.the same time it would cost a large 
sum of money. It is possible that tho 
county boards of the two counties would 
be willing to give a small amount of aid 
to 
such a- project, but 
the greater 


amount of the expense would have to be 
borne by private enterprise.. 


To this end Mr. Srydor would form a 


company which would furnish the money 
to build the road, and trust to the future 
to secure reimbursement. The road 
would probably cost in the neighborhood 
of fifty thousand dollars but it would 
eventually .become a portion of the Sher- 
idan Drive and in this way the promot- 
ers would be able to secure a small.re- 
turn on their money. It is also possi- 
ble that with such a road an act could 
be passed by the legislature granting to 
the builders tho'right to charge toll for' 
its use. If such a law could be passed 
the building of tho road would become 
an easy matter. 


ENCOURAGED BY KENOSHA. 


"Similar laws have been passed for 


other counties in the state and the pro- 
posed improvement would be • such a 
great benefit to the. state at'large that 
it is more .'than probable that the legis- 
lators of the state would be'glad to take 
up tho matter. Mr. Snyder received a 
great deal of encouragement from the 
people in Kenosha who are interested in 
the building of the road and he will 
make an effort to -have a meeting of the 
people interested called later in the 
month to discuss the matter more fully. 
If the Racine Sage manages to secure 
the building of this road it mil stand as 
a monument to his public spirit for all 
time.

Theodore Hettrieh, aged IB, son of Mr, 


and Mrs. Jacob Hettrich, No. 1519 North 
Main street, was probably fatally crush- 
ed in the elevator of the Secor block, 
corner of Main and Third streets, at 12 
o'clock .today, his life being saved by 
Frank Imhoff, employed by the United 
States Electrical company. 


Young Hettrich is employed by tho 


Commercial Press Printing company. He 
delivered some printed stationary to the 
United- States Electrical company, going 
up in the elevator. Then ho started 
down. The whistles were just, sourdin, 
the 'noon hour. Frank Imhoff started 
toward the elevator and heard someone 
calling "for help. Noticing that the ele- 
vator was moving he looked down and 
saw someone wedged between the east 
wall and the elevator platform. With- 
out delay he reached for the, cable and 
shut off the power, the elevator being 
held up by 
the- body of tho person 


caught. 


Tile unfortunate boy called to be re- 


leased and was informed that people 
were running to release-'him. With dif- 
ficulty a number of persons pryed down 
the elevator and it fell, the boy again 
being caught on the ground floor, by the 
legs. The lad' was found to be Theodore 
Hettrich and as soon OB possible he was 
removed to his home in the police am- 
bulance and Dr. Taylor was called. 


' BODY BADLY CRUSHED. 


"Examination revealed that ho was 
badly crushed about tho lower part oi 
the body and abdomen, legs skinned the 
whole length and other bruises visible 
So far as could be determined no bones 
were broken. The attending physician 
could not state at this time .whether tho 
injuries would prove fatal. 


Tho injured boy was in terrible pain 


and suffering. Ho said that when, the 
elevator was descending it dropped anc 
he was caught. He grasped the • cable 
and tried to stop.it, but failed. Of 
course the cable slacked up when we was 
-caught, permitting the whole weight o! 
}he platform to rest on the body and 
when he was released it dropped and ho 
was again caught. Had young Imhofl 
not stopped the cable "Mr. Hottrich would 
no doubt have been crushed to death.

tionist, Passes Away in 


• Chicago, Aged 92. 


HIS VERSION OF THE 


GLOVES, CASE GIVEN 


Advised Against ITiolence and for Ob- 


servance [of *taw—flis Part 


Besulted in Wisconsin 


Nullification. 


.Sherman M. Booth of Chicago, best 


known as the contemporary .of 'Charles 
Sumner and William 
Lloyd 
Garrison, 


and one of the last of the ante-bellum 
abolitionists, whose life work was end- 
ed with the issuance of Lincoln's eman- 
cipation proclamation, died last evening. 


Hia body will be brought to Milwau- 


kee today. Ho was 92 years old, born 
in New York state, and fifty years ago, 
when the slavery excitement was at its 
height, the name of Sherman M. Booth 
was hated as cordially by the slave own- 
ers as were those of the anti-slavery ag- 
itators in the eastern cities. 


He is survived by a widow, Augusta 


M. Booth, and six children. 


From the time when Mr. Booth came 


to Milwaukee, in 1848, until President 
Lincoln sent forth his emancipation 
proclamation, he was never silent for a 
day in his advocacy of the abolition of 
slavery. A graduate of Yale university, 
he was -brought from the east, where he 
had edited the Christian, Freeman, with' 
tho famous reformer, Ichabod Codding, 
to become the editor of a paper known 
as the American Freeman, and just re- 
moved from Waukesha. 
Ho Drought 


with him a...thorough knowledge o£ the 
slavery "conditions in -the-country, hav- 
ing become identified with, the, anti- 
slavery cause the last year of his stu- 
dentship in Yale, when he had charge as 
teacher of the kidnaped Amistad Afri- 
cans. 


HIS VERSION OF GLOVER CASE. 
"There have been so many misrepre- 


sentations,'by the press and by local his- 
torians, of my connection with the Glov- 
er rescue, the Buffalo convention of 1S48, 
and the suffrage question, that I take 
this occasion to 'vindicate the truth of 
history' by stating the 'real facts in each 
case. 
• 
. 


"The general facts of this case are 


well known. Joshua Glover, working in 
a sawmill north of Racine, on the night 
of March 10, 1S54, was arrested without 
the warrant being read to him by Dep- 
utv Marshal Cotton and six assistants, 
knocked down, handcuffed and dumped, 
mangled and bleeding, into a democrat 
wagon, and, with a marshal's loot on his 
neck, taken to Milwaukee, and thrust 
into the county-jail. Gen. Paine and 
myself got out a writ of habeas corpus 
to test the rightfulness of his imprison- 
ment. A great mass meeting at Racine 
passed strong resolutions in favor of 
Glover and appointed a committee of 100 
to come to Milwaukee and take him out 
of jail. 


"The immediate cause of the rescue 


was the speech and report of C. K. Wat- 
kin's, chairman of the committee to wait 
on Judge Miller and inquire if the writ 
of liberty would be obeyed. He report- 
ed that Judge Miller said: "No power 
on earth could take him from his juris- 
diction.' He expatriated on the tyran- 
ny of tho judge and the hardship of im- 
prisoning Glover over the Sabbath. I 
had invited tho Racine delegation to 
meet our committee at the American 
house for consultation, and was about 
to start when I heard a shout and saw 
a rush for the jail, and anticipated the 
result. I went up to Dr. Walcptt. and 
Byron Paine, standing on the courthouse 
steps, and said to them, as tho crowd 
•was bringing Glover out, that 'I regret- 
ted the act, that it was a bad precedent 
and that people would not discriminate 
between this case and one in which a 
prisoner was rightfully held.'

At an inquest held before Justice John

afternoon, it was clearly proven 
James Jensen, a,young farmer 23 
old, from Soiners, Kcnosha county, sac- 
rificed his life in an attempt to save n 
passenger train on tho Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul railway 
from 
being 


•wrecked, at a point two miles south o" 
Corliss. The train- contained 
eleven 


coaches filled with people and was run- 
ning at the rate of forty-eight n;iles an 
hour. Had it struck tho gasoline engine 
and liny pross disabled ou'tho• cross! 
there is no doubt but that there would 
have been a loss of life. 


Attorney Thomas M. Kearney 
was 


present at the inquest, representing 
road, and also Claim Agent Burns nnd 
other officials. They took the greatest 
interest in the testimony and the brave 
effort made by Mr. Jensen to suvo.tho 
train and passengers, and it was 'inti- 
mated that the St. Paul Railway conv 
pay intend ,to handsomely remember the 
father and mother of tlie victim. 


THE VERDICT RETURNED. 


The jury'who heard tile-testimony am 


returned the following verdict are n» 
follows:' C. F. Kimball, Percy Fink, M 
H..Horzog, J. P. Olle, A. E. Eoyer, J. P 
Crowley. 


"We the jury find thnt tho said Jaine 


Jensen came to his death by being struck 
by an engine on the Chicago, Mihvau- [ 
kce & St. Paul Railway tracks, while 
Walking on said track at a point nbnut 
two miles south of Corliss station, while 
endeavoring to flag and giving signals to 
stop a pnsscngor train going south, r.bout 
8:15 o'clock on the night of August 5, 
19W, being in the net of trying to avoid 
n wreck. We also find the train crew 
entirely blameless. We also censure the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 
company for the bad condition oi the 
crossing on tho county-line two :uiles 
north of Corliss." 
William B. Chamberlain, engineer of 


Milwaukee, was the first witness, Mr. 
Chamberlain testified that he was the 
engineer running the locomotive that 
killed Mr. Jenoen ond had been in the 
business thirty years. He told how he 
eaw two men on tho track on the even- 
ing of August 5, particularly one rnsin, 
who was making frantic motions. Tt was 
an unusual proceeding, and he did not 
comprehend what it meant at first, ns 
often intoxicated men nnd boys get on 
the track and wave their hands for fuu. 
However, he realized that something wna 
wrong and about the same time he saw 
the obstruction on tho crossing. Imme- 


• diatdy he sounded the danger whistle 
nnd applied the emergency air brakes, 
but the man did not appear to get out of 
the way, but kept on waving his hat 
and the engine struck him. Before the 
train could bo stopped it ran a few feet 
past the crossing, • striking the obstruc- 
tion. There was considerable question- 
ing as to how far nn object could ho 
seen on the track with, the electric head- 
light, but it had no particular bearing 
on the case.

THE BROTHER'S TESTIMONY. 


Christ P. Jensen, brother of the young 


man killed, testified 
that his brother

Camber ol Rural Bootes Increase! From 


13.120 to SS.fiTfe In Year 


". WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Postmaster 
General Payne expressed' '• gatisfaction 
over the results of .last year's operations 
of tho department in extending tho rural 
free delivery service'.- And well he may, 
for, 
notwithstanding the 
prediction 


which was freely ma'de that the result of 
the postal investigation would be to so 
curb the efforts of the department, in es- 
tablishing' tlie free • delivery system that 
it would be set back many years, more 
than fl,500 new routes' have.been put in 
operation during' the year. 


This is nearly a-s many new routes as 


wero put in operation • during two or 
throe" years 'of the former administration 
of the service. And what is more intcr- 
estiiig in this connection is the fact that 
the inequalities of the service- have been 
corrected in a way that will bo manifest 
even to the roost casual observer. 


ROUTES NEARLY DOUBLED. 


Up to June 30, 1903, there were.in op- 


eration'in the country 15,12CT. rural de- 
livery routes in the United States. On 
Juno 30 of this year there were in op- 
eration 24,576 rural routes. In other 
words, the number of routes established 
in all the life of the service, covering a 
number of years, was not much more 
than the total increase in the aggregate 
number during the last year- 


A few illustrations by states will serve 


to show in a striking manner what has 
been accomplished. Up to a year ago in 
Michigan there had beon established 810 
rural routes. During the last year 533 
were put in. In Wisconsin, whero the 
total number a year ago was 832, the de- 
partment established 444 during the 
year.

POWMS Conlorredbj People. 


"Occasionally, by reason of'unneces- 


sary or Impatient agitation for " re- 
forms, or because the limitations 
placed upon the departments of gov- 
ernment by the constitution are dlsre-. 
gnrded by officials denlring to-accom- 
plish that which to them;seems good,, 
whether the power exists In them or 
not. It becomes desirable to_call-atten- 
tton to the fact that ttie people, in 
whom all pow«r resides, have seen fit, 
through the medicm of the constltu | 
tlon, to limit the governmental powers 
conferred and to say to departments 
created by It: 'Thus far shalt thou 
go and no farther.'- To secure the 
ends sought the people have .by the 
constitution separated and distributed 
among the three departments of gov- 
ernment—tbe 
executive, 
legislative 


and judicial—certain powers,-and it is 
the duty of those administering each 
department so to act as to preserve, 
rather than to destroy the potency of 
the co-ordinate branches of the gov- 
ernment, and thus secure the exer- 
cise ot all the powers conferred by the 
people. 


"Thomas Jefferson, in a letter to 


William 0. Jnrvis. touching the perpet- 
uity o£ our Institutions, written many 
years after he had retired to private 
life, said: 'If the three powers of our 
government maintain their mutual in- 
dependence of each other, it may last 
long, but not so If either can assume 
tho authority of tbe other.' It must 
be confessed that in the course of our 
history executives have employed pow- 
ers not belonging to them; statutes 
have been passed that were expressly 
forbidden by the constitution and stat- 
utes have been set aside as unconsti- 
tutional when it was difficult to point 
out the provisions said to lie .offended 
against in their enactment; .all this 
has' been done with a good purpose, 
no doubt, but In disregard, neverthe- 
less., of ihe fact that ours is a.govern- 
ment of laws, not of men, deriving 
Its 'just powers from the'consent, of 
the governed.' If we would have our 
government"'contim:'o .during, .the ages 
to comci for the benefit of those who 
shall succeed us, we must ever, be on 
our guard against the danger of usur- 
pation of that authority which resides 
in the whole people, whether the usur- 
pation be by officials representing one 
of the three great departments of gov- 
ernment, or by a body of men acting 
without a commission from the people. 


Protection of Clllieni, 


"Impatient of the restraints of law, 


as well as of Its delays, is becoming 
more and more manifest from day to 
day. Within.the past few-years many 
Instances nave been brought to our 
attention, where,in different partt of 
our beloved .country;., supposed crim- 
inals have been seized and punished 
by a mob, notwithstanding the fact 
that tbe constitution of each state 
guarantees to every person within its 
jurisdiction that his life, his liberty or 
his property shall not be taken from 
him without -fiie process o£ law. 


"In a struggle between, employers 


and employes, dynamite is said to have 
been used by the latter, resulting In 
the loss of life and the destruction of 
property. The perpetrators of this of- 
fense against the laws of God and 
man, 
and «H others engaged in the 


conspiracy with them,. should, after 
due trial and conviction, have had 
meted" out to them the.most rlgoroua 
punishment known to the law. This 
crime, added perhaps to others, led to 
the formation of a committee of citi- 
zens that, with the support of the mil- 
itary authority, deports from the state, 
without trial, persons suspected of be- 
longing to the organization of which 
the perpetrators of tbe 
dynamite 


outrages were supposed to be mem- 
bers. In both cases the reign of law- 
gave way to the reign of force. These 
Illustrations present some .evidence of 
the fmtlurc of government to protect 
too citizen and his property, which 
not only justified the action of your 
convention In tins regard, but made It 
Us duty to tall attention to the fact 
that constitutional guarantees are vio- 
lated whenever any citizen is denied 
the right of labor, to acquire and to 
enjoy property, OT to reside wlicrc his 
interests or Inclination may determine: 
nml the fulfillment of the assurance 
to rebuke and punish all denials of 
these rights, whether brought about 
by individuals or government agencies, 
should be enforced 
by every oiliclal 


and supported by every citizen. Tho 
essence of good government lies In 
strict observance of constitutional lim- 
itations, enforcement of law and order 
and rugged opposition to all encroach- 
ment upon the sovereignty.of the peo- 
ple. 


As to the Tariff. 


"The present tariff law Is unjust ITJ> 


Its operation, excessive in many of its 
rates and so framed In particular In- 
stances as to tfxact inordinate profits 
from the people. So well understood- 
has this view become that many prom- 
inent members of the Republican par- 
ty, and nt least'two of its state con- 
ventions, "have dared to voice the gen- 
eral .sentiment on that subject 
That 


party seems, however, to be collective- 
ly fible-to harmonize only upon a plank 
that ndmlta that revision may from 
time to time be necessary, but It Is so 
phrnsed that, it is expected to be satis- 
factory to those In favor of an increase 
of duty, to those.wlao:favor a reduc- 
tion thereof, and to those opposed to 
nniy change whatever. 
. 


"Judged by the record of perform- 


ance, .rather than-that of promise, on 
the port of that party- in the past, it 
would seem as If the outcome, In the. 
event of its success ivould be to gratify 
the latter class. Wiith absolute con- 
trol of both the legislative nnd exccn-. 
tive departments of the government, 
•ince March. 4th, 1S97, there has been 


without creating; that .sense of nncer- 
neither, reduction', nor an attempt at 
reduction- in tariff duties, -It Is not 
unreasonable "to ,assume, in.. the :light 
of that record,-tlmt a future congress 
of that parry will not undertake a 
revision of the tariff-downward try the 
event that It shall receive an; endorse- 
ment of Its past course.on that sub- 
ject by the people.

Reduction of the Tariff. 


"While, therefore, we are unable to 


give assurance-of relief to the peopla 
from,, such excessive duties as" burden 
them, It.Is due«to them that we should 
state our position to be in favor of a 
reasonable reduction 
of the 
tariff; 


that we believe that, it Is demanded 
by the .best Interests 'of both maiki- 
tftcturer and consumer, and .that.a 
wise an3 beneficent ~ revision of'the 
tariff can be accomplished as soon as 
both branches of congress' n-nd"'an 
executive In favor of it are elected, 
talnty and instability that has on otber 
occasions manifested Itself. 'This can 
be achieved by providing that such a 
reasonable period shall 
intervene, 


between/the date of tbe enaceroent oC 
the statute' making a revision, and the 
date of Its enforcement, as shall be 
deemed sufficient'for the Industry, or 
business affected by such, revision to 
adjust 'itself 'to' the changes and new 
conditions imposed. So confident am I 
In tbe belief that the demand of the 
people for a reform of tbe tariff .is 
just,x that I Indulge tbe hope that 
should a Democratic house of repre- 
sentatives and a Democratic executive 
be chosen by' the people,' even BI Ke- 
publiciin senate may heed the irarnhNS 
and .consent to give at least."some 
"measure of relief to the -people.. , 


Trtmtx and Combination!. 
• • . . - • ' 


.."The combinations, popularly-'callefl 
trusts, which adm to secure a monopoly 
of. trade In tbe necessaries of life- as 
well as in those .thirtgB that are; em- 
ployed upon the form. In the factory 
and-In many other fields of industry, 
have been encouraged 'and stimulated 
by excessive tariff; duties. :Tnese:-op- 
erate to furnish ai substantial^ market 
hi the necessities of eighty millions of 
people, by practically excluding com- 
petition. With so large a market and 
highly remunerative prices continuing 
long after tbe line of possible competi- 
tion would naturally be reached; the 
-temptation of all engaged In the same 
business to combine so as to prevent 
competition at home and «• resulting 
reduction of prices, has proved: ir- 
resistible In a- number of cases. 
All 


men must agree that the net result 
of enacting laws that foster such in- 
equitable conditions, Is most unfortun- 
ate for the people a* a whole, and It 
would seem «e If all ought to agree 
tbnt the effective remedy would be to 
appropriately 
moddfy the 
offending 


law. The growth 
of monopoly, of 


iwhich complaint Is justly made, can- 
not be laid at the doors of the courts 
of "this country. The decisions of the 
supreme court of the United States, 
the court of appeals of this state, and 
the courts of last resort In many other 
states, warrant the assertion that un- 
common lav as developed affords 'a 
complete legal remedy against 'mon- 
opolies. 
The fact- that they have 


multiplied In number and increase^ In 
power has been due, not to the failure 
of the courts to apply the law'when 
properly moved by' administrative o'f- 
•flciuls or private individuals, but. to 
the failure of officials charged with 
the duty of enforcing'the law to-take 
the necessary procedure to procure the 
judgments ot the courts In the ap- 
propriate jurisdiction, conpled with 
the fact that the legislative depart- 
ments of some of our state govern- 
ments, as well as congress Jn the man- 
ner already referred to, have, by legis- 
lation, encouraged their propagation. 
What is needed—In addition to the 
passage of a> statute revising the tariff 
duties to a reasonable basis—ds not so 
much other and different laws, as of- 
ficials having both the disposition and1 
the courage to enforce existing law. 
While this is my view of tho scope 
of the common Jaw, ilf it should bo 
made to appear that it is a mistaken 
one, then I favor such further legisla- 
tion within constitutional limitations 
as will give the people a just and full 
measuTO of protection. 


The Philippine Island*. 


"It is difficult to understand how 


any citizen of tho United States, much 
less a descendant of revolutionary 
stock, can tolcwite the thought of 
permanently denying the right of self- 
government, to the Filipinos. * • « 
The accident of war brought the Phil- 
ippines into our possession and. we are 
not at liberty to disregard! the responsi- 
bility which thus, came to us, but that 
responsibility will be best subserved

It Is the liberty, the advancement 
and the, prosperity of its cltizens^not 
.any career of conquest, that make tho 
country a world power.

on conquest, or .engaged in extending 
:our domains...Iii foreign lands,.or de- 
sirous of securing .natural advantages, | 
however great, by force; but a people 
loving peace, not" only for ourselves, 
but for all th»- nations of the earth. 


"The display of great military arma- 


ments may please'the eye and, for the. 
moment excite .the pride of .the citi- 
zen, but it cannot bring to the country, 
the brains, brawn and muscle of a sin: 
pie .immigrant, .nor Induce the Invest- 
ment here of n dollar of capital. Of 
course such armament aa may be nec- 
essary for the security .of the country 
and. tho protection of-the'rights of. its 
citizens, at tome or abroad, must be 
rnaintained. Any other, course < would 
be not only false economy, but^nsl]-- 
lanlmons. I protest-however, against: 
the feeling now far too prevalent,, that 
by reason, of the. commanding 'posi- 
tion we have assumed in the world, 
we must take part in'the disputes and 
broils of foreign countries; and that 
because we have • grown great we 
should intervene in every important 
question that arises In other parts of 
the world. I also protest against the 
erection of any such military estab- 
lishment as would be required to main- 
tain the country in, that attitude, "We 
should confine our International activ- 
ities solely to matters In which the 
rights of the country or of our- citi- 
zens are directly involved. That Is 
not a situation of isolation, but of in- 
dependence. 
; 


doTernmentfor the People. 


"The government of tbe United 


State's- was organized, solely for the 
people of the United! States, While it 
WDS,'.contemplated, tb'a): ..this country 
should become a refuse for the op- 
pressed of every land, who might. We 
fit to discharge the^duties of our citi- 
zenship, and while we .hava always 
sympathized with the people of, 'every 
nation In their, struggles for self-go.v-' 
ernment,. the government was not cre- 
.ated. for a career of political or civiliz- 
ing evangelization In foreign countries 
or among alien races hy Intervention 
in their affairs. 
The most efficient 


work we can do in uplifting' the people 
of other countries Is by the presenta- 
tion of a happy, prosperous, »elf-gr>v- 
erning nation as an ideal to be emu- 
lated, a model to be followed. 
The 


general occupation, of our citizens in 
the arts of peace, or too absence of 
large military armaments, tends to Im- 
pair neither patriotism nor physical 
courage, and for .the truth of this'I 
refer the young men'.C'f today to the 
history of the ci,vir,war: 
For fifty 


years, with the exception °* the war 
with Mexico, thia.country bad been at 
peace, with a standing army most of 
the time of less than-10,000 men. He 
who thinks that the. nation had grown 
effeminate during that period should 
read the casualty rolls of the armies 
on either side at Shlloh, Antletam, 
Fredericksburg, Gettysburg, at Stone 
Klver and Chickamauga. I would be 
the last man ,to pluck a single laurel 
from the crown of any one of the mil- 
itary heroes to whom this country owes 
•so-much, but I InslBt..that their most 
heroic- deeds proceeded- infinitely more 
from devotion to the-country, than 
from martial spirit . 


• As:I have already .proceeded at too 


great length, other questions sug- 
gested in the platform, must await my 
letter of acceptance.

Russian Squadron at Port Ar- 


tliur Forced Back in Effort 


To Gain Liberty. 


Pobieda and Retvizan Said to Have Been Dam- 


aged—Torpedo Boat Destroyer Reaches 


Che Foo — Official Report 


Eagerly Awaited. 


' LONDON, 'Aug. 11.—A dispatch to 
news agency from Tokio announces defi- 
nitely that Admiral Togo has frustrated 
the attempt of the Port Arthur squadron 
to escape and adds that the Port Arthur 
forts participated with this warships in 
the engagement, indicating, if true, that 
the fighting occurred close to the port. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The state 


department has received the following 
cablegram from the American legation at 
Tokio, dated today: 


"Yesterday the Russian fleet which has 


been harboring at Port Arthur came out 
and there ensued a battle which contin- 
ued throughout the day with the com- 
bined Japanese fleet. The result has not 
yet been officially announced." 


From Che Too Consul General Fowler 


telegraphs as follows: 


"A Russian torpedo gunboat has ar- 


rived from Port Arthur. Fierce naval en- 
gagement yesterday."

CHE FOO, Aug. 11.—11:50 p. m.— 


Wednesday is said to have been chosen 
for the escape of the Russian warship: 
at Port Arthur because the Japanesi 
fleet was then exhausted by the constam 
bombardment of the two previous nights 
Takushan, a mountain netfr Port Arthur 
which was taken by the Japanese Mon 
day night, was recaptured by the Rus 
sians the next day. 


TOKIO, Aug. 11.—11 a. m.—Evidently 


driven to sea by the fire of the Japanese 
land batteries, the Russian fleet emerg- 
ed from Port Arthur yesterday morn- 
ing. Admiral Togo immediately closec 
in and opened a severe engagement which 
lasted until nightfall. 
Afterwards the 


Japanese destroyers and torpedo flotilla 
delivered a series of attacks. The Japa- 
nese fleet withdrew during the night. .A 
guard ship stationed off the harbor re- 
ported that she saw at dawn today the 
battleships Retvizan and Pobieda steam- 
ing toward the harbor of Port Arthur. 
Admiral Togo has not yet reported the 
results of yesterday's .engagement. It is 
thought here that the Russinns attempt- 
ed to escape seaward, from a base which 
is no longer tenable, but that they again 
refused to attempt to force Admiral 
Togo's line. Details are expected hourly.

SAYS WARSHIP LEFT PORT. 


CHE FOO, Aug. 11.—10:30 a. m.—Cap- 


tain Rhestakovsky of the Russian tor- 
pedo destroyer Ritsitelini, which emerg- 
ed from Port Arthur with the fleet -Wert 
ncsday morning and which arrived here 
early this morning', states that his en- 
gines broke ddwn when he was midway 
between Che Foo and Port Arthur. He 
proceeded at a speed of 12 knots to this 
port. He says he saw no Japanese ves- 
sels.

He confirms previous stetements thnt 


the large Russian warships had left Port 
Arthur, but refused to soy directly that 
the fleet had gone on an extended cruise, 
but le/t the inference, in the course of a 
long interview that the warships expect 
to Join the Vladivostok squadron, which 
he said had been recruited by the ^pur- 
chase of ships from the Argentine Re 
public. Captain Rheutakovsky said fur- 
ther that the Russian torpedo boats, 
gunboats and pmall craft generally re- 
mained at Port Arthur. Some came out 
to perform their usual duties in the vi-

Captain Sheatakovsky stated that the 


recent firing heard at Che Foo evidently 
came from Port Arthur, where the Ja- 
panese continue to attack daily with 
scarcely less energy than,t]iey manifested 
during the severe three days fighting the 
latter part of July. The Japanese line 
he said now extends from the north 
shore of Louisa Bay to a point imme- 
diately east of Taiche bay, about seven 
miles east of Port .Arthur. The Japa- 
nese, he alleged, wasted lives with rei'k- 
less courage. Their positions ars fre- 
quently lost, retaken, then lost and re- 
taken again. 


ONLY SMALL SHIPS PURSUED. 
11:15 a. m.—The Russian fleet emerged 


from Port Arthur at 7 a. m., Wednesday 
morning. It is stated that only the 
smaller Japanese vessels engaged; and 
pursued it. The pursuit lasted two hours 
and a half: The hospital ship Mongolia, 
carrying women »nd children, is said to 
have accompanied the fleet.

The Chinese bandits are becoming ex-

COST WOULD'BE HEAVY. 


"The building of the road as proposed 


by Mr. Snyder would be a permanent 
improvement for the two Bounties, but 
at the same time it would cost a large 
sum of money. It is possible that the 
county boards of the two counties would 
be willing to give a small amount of aid 
to such a project, but the greater 
amount of the expense would have to be 
borne by private enterprise. 


To this end Mr. Sryder would form a 


company which would furnish the money 
to build the road, and trust to the future 
to secure reimbursement. The road 
would probably cost in the neighborhood 
of fifty thousand dollars but it would 
eventually become a portion of the Sher- 
idan Drive and in this way the promot- 
ers would be able to secure a small-re- 
turn on their money. It is also possi- 
ble that with such a road an act could 
be passed by the legislature granting to 
the builders tho'right to charge toll for 
its use. ,.If such a law could be passed 
the building of the road would become 
an easy inatter.

With- 
out delay he reached for the, cable and 
shut off the power, the elevator being 
held up by the body of the person 
caught. 


TB« unfortunate boy called to be re-

With dif- 
ficulty a number of persons pryed down 
the elevator and it fell, the boy again 
being caught on the ground floor, by the 
legs. The lad' was found to be Theodore 
Hettrich and as soon as possible he was 
removed to his home in the police am- 
builnnce and Dr. Taylor was called. 


BODY BADLY CRUSHED. 


- Examination revealed that he was 
badly crushed about the lower part of 
the body and abdomen, legs skinned the 
whole length and other bruises visible.

Sherman M. Booth ol Chicago, best 


known as the contemporary . oif 'Charles 
Sumner and William Lloyd Garrison, 
and one of the last of the ante-bellum 
abolitionists, whose life work was end- 
ed with the issuance of Lincoln's eman- 
cipation proclamation, •died last evening. 


His body will be brought to Milwau- 


kee today. He was 92 yeara old, born 
in New. York state, and fifty years ago, 
when the slavery excitement was at its 
height, the name of Sherman M. Booth 
was hated as cordially by the slave own- 
ers as were those of the anti-slavery ag- 
itators in the eastern cities. 


He is survived by, a widow, Augusta 


M. Booth, and six children. 


From the time when Mr. Booth came 


to Milwaukee, in 1848, until President 
Lincoln sent forth his emancipation 
proclamation, he was never silent for a 
day in his advocacy of the abolition of 
slavery. A graduate of Yale university, 
he was brought from the east, where he 
had edited the Christian, Freeman, with! 
the famous reformer, Ichabod Codding, 
to become the editor of a paper'known 
as the American. Freeman, and just re- 
moved from Waukesha. He brought 
with him a.thorough knowledge of the 
slavery'conditions in the country, •fiav- 
ing become identified with the anti- 
slavery cause the last year of his stu- 
dentship in Yale, when he had charge as 
teacher of the kidnaped Amistad Afri- 
cans. 


HIS VERSION OF GLOVER CASE. 
"There have been so many misrepre- 


sentations, by the press and by local his- 
torians, of my connection with the Glov- 
er rescue, the Buffalo convention of 1848, 
and the suffrage question, that I tate 
this occasion to 'vindicate the truth of 
history' by stating the real facts in each 
case. 


"The general facts of this case are 


well known. Jfoshua Glover, working in 
a sawmill north of Racine, on the night 
of March 10, 1854, was arrested without 
the warrant being read to him by Dep- 
uty Marshal Cotton and six assistants, 
knocked down, handcuffed and dumped, 
mangled and bleeding, into a democrat 
wagon, and, with a marshal's foot on his 
neck, taken to Milwaukee, and thrust 
into the county jail. Gen. Paine and 
myself got out a writ of habeas corpus 
to test the rightfulness of his imprison- 
ment. A great mass meeting at Racine, 
passed strong resolutions in favor of 
Glover and appointed a committee of 100

To per- 
loual appeals of Democrats before the 
first meeting was opened—'Mr. Booth, 
let us t»ke him out'—I answered: 'No;

In March, I860, Mr. Booth vu again 


arrested by the United State* marahal 
and confined in the custom hoxue in. Mil- 
waukee. At this time, hovcrer, the 
views of the state supreme court on the 
question of nullification had undergone. 
a change, and the court was erenly di- 
vided as to the constitutionality of the> 
fugitive slave law, Chief Justice Dixon 
having declared it constitutional. 


Half a dozen men broke into the build- 


ing and rescued Mr. Booth. The latter 
then proceeded to Ripon accompanied by 
an armed escort. It was resolved that 
Mr. Booth should not be rearrested in 
Ripon, and a "league of freedom" was or- 
ganized to protect him from the •uthori- 
ties of the United States government. 


For several months Mr. Booth succeed- 


ed in evading the vigilance of the federal - 
authorities, but he was finally betrayed 
and arrested and cast into jail again la 
Milwaukee in October, I860. He wa» 
pardoned somewhat later by President 
Buchanan, but only a. short time before 
Mr. Booth, Gov. Randall and the Bepub- ' 
licans generally of this state were oblig- 
ed to admit the error of their act* of 
nullification.

He moved to Chicago after the wa«: 


ended. 


SUCCESSFUL IN CHICAGO. 


In Chicago Mr. Booth was successful in 


business, gradually acquiring considera- 
ble property, and when the great fire of 
1871 overtook the city it found him the 
• 


owner of several large buildings on the 
side of the city which the fire did not 
reach. He secured good rentals from 
these buildings, and acquired a firm In 
Dodge county, which he has 
occupied 


every summer for a number of rear*. 


Mr. Booth was brought to Milwaukee 


by Cassius M. Paine on May 21, 1897, 
and he delivered an address in the court- 
house square upon the spot where he 
made his speech years before which re- 
sulted in the rescue of the negro Glorer. 


For~a number of years preceding M» 


death he had been engaged writing a 
book upon bis life and his times, which 
was nearing completion. Old settlers of 
the city intimately acquainted with him 
remember his chiefly for his fearless ora- 
tory, and his discussion of current ercnts 
in his paper.

WASHINGTON,~Aug. fl.—The wenth- 


er bureau weekly summary of crop con- 
ditions is as follows: 


The weather conditions during the 


week ending August 8, as a whole, were 
less favorable than in the previous week. 
The central and east gulf and Atlantic 
const districts, except 
northern New 


England, suffered from excessive rain, 
while drouthy conditions in the central 
valleys and portions of the upper lake 
regious have become more serious- In 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and the Dakotas 
the week has been too cool, while Idaho, 
Washington and Oregon have suffered 
from excessive heat and dryness. Kill- 
ing frosts occurred on the morning ol 
the eighth in the 
cranberry region of 


Wisconsin.. 


Over the central and western portions 


of the corn belt, corn has advanced fav- 
orably nnd continues promising. In the 
upper lake districts lack of warmth and 
absence of rain have checked growth, 
the crop.being generally backward. In 
the Atlantic coast 
districts 
corn has 


made vigorous growth and generally is 
in excellent condition. 


Reports of rust in spring wheat con- 


tinue general in the Dakotaa and in por- 
tions of Iowa and Minnesota a«d indi- 
cate that the crop has been greatly dam- 
aged, except in Minnesota, where only a 
portion of the spring wheat area has 
been seriously aflcoted, a good crop be- 
ing promised in other portions of that 
state. 


Harvesting nnd threshing of oats have 


continued under favorable conditions. 
K\ist is reported in some sections and 
has proved very Injurious in North Da- 
kota and portions of Minnesota.

James Jensen Sacrifices Life in 


Noble Effort to Prevent a 


Great Disaster. 


TESTIMONY AT INQUEST 


OVER SOMEfiS RESIDENT 


Brother's Evidence Shows How Hero 


Met .His Death-Ry. Co. May 


Kcmember Victim's Father 


and Mother. 


At an inquest held before Justice John 


T. Lee in the to-vvn of Corliss yesterday 
afternoon, it was clearly proven that 
James Jensen, a»young farmer 23 y°ars 
old, from Somers, Konosha county, sac- 
rificed his life in an attempt to save a 
passenger train on the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul railway 
from 
being 


•wrecked, at a point two miles south ol 
Corliss. 
The train 
contained 
eleven 


coaches filled with people and was vxin- 
ning at the rate of forty-eight miles an 
hour. Had it struck the gasoline engine 
and hay press disabled on the'crosainy, 
there is no doubt but that thero would 
have been a loss of life. 


Attorney Thomas 3VI. Kearney 
was 


present at the inquest, representing the 
road, and also Claim .Agent Burns and 
other officials. They took the greatest 
interest in the testimony and the brave 
effort made by Mr. Jensen to save .the 
train and passengers, and it was.'inti- 
mated that the St. Paul Railway corn- 
pay intend to handsomely remember the 
father and mother of the victim. 


THE VERDICT EETURNKD. 


The jury who heard the testimony and 


returned the following verdict are as 
follows: C. F. Kimball, Percy Fink, M. 
11. Herzog, J. P. Olle, A. E. Boycr, J. P. 
Crowley. 


"We the jury find that the said James 


Jensen came to his death by being struck 
by an engine on the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul Raihvay tracks, while 
vilking on said track at a point about 
two miles south of Corliss station, while 
endeavoring to flag and giving signals to 
stop a passenger train going south, about 
8:15 o'clock on the night of August 5, 


1904, 
boing in the act of trying to avoid 


a wreck. 
~"fe also find the train cvew 


entirely blameless. We also censure the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Raihra-/ 
company for the bad condition of the 
crossing on the connty-line two miles 
north of Corliss." 


William B. Chamberlain, engineer of 


Milwaukee, wns the first witness. Mr. 
Chamberlain testified that he was the 
engineer running the locomotive that 
killed Mr. Jensen and had been in the 
business thirty years. He told how he 
saw two men on the track on the even- 
ing of August 5, particularly one man, 
who was making frantic motions. It was 
an unusual proceeding, nhd he did not 
comprehend what it meant at first, as 
often intoxicated men and boys get on 
the track and wave their hands for fun. 
However, he realized that something wns 
wrong and about the same time lie saw 
the obstruction on the crossing. Imme- 


• diatdy he sounded' the danger whistle 
and applied the emergency air brakes, 
but the man did not appear to get out of 
the way, but kept on waving his hat 
and the engine struck him. Before the 
train could be stopped it ran a few feet 
past the crossing, striking the obstruc- 
tion. There was considerable question- 
ing as to how far ah object could be 
soen on the track with the electric head- 
light, but it had no particular bearing 
en the case. 


Fireman Miller and Conductor 
A. 


Cowles, of the train, gave evidence, but 
did not throw any additional facts on 
the accident. 


THE BROTHER'S TESTIMONY. 


Christ P. Jensen, brother of the young 


man killed, testified that his brother 
was 28 years old. 
On the day of .the 


accident he and his brother had been to 
a neighbor's doing work and started 
home in the night with a gasoline trac- 
tion engine and hay press. When the 
crossing of the St. Paul railway 
was 


reached the same was in poor condition. 
The king bolt broke and it was impossi- 
ble to get the obstruction off the rails. 
Charles Jorgenscn, who lived near by was 
called. In the meantime . his. brother 
James started up the track-to stop tho 
train which could be seen coming in the 
distance. He and Mr. Jorgensen tried 
hard to get the engine and press off the 
track, but failed. Then Mr. Jensen 
started up the track to flag the triiu. 
He did not see his brother killed and did 
not -know -he was struck until .the train 
came to a stop and the crew reported 
having struck a man.' He and othjra 
Went back up the track and found the 
body. He said that lie and his brother 
run the Shepherd farm and their father 
worked ior them, that his brother was 
insured for $2,000. He also said thai the 
railway crossing was in bad shape. 


MR. JORGENSEJT HEARD. 


Charles Jorgensen testified that he *vaa 


called and tried with Christ Jensen to 
get the machinery oS the track. He ran 
up the track and caught up to James 
Jensen, that both of them waived their 
hats and tried to stop the train. When 
the train came near lie stepped between 
the tracks to the leh and ealicl to Jen- 
sen lo get ofl' the .track and lie noticed 
that he stepped to the east, but he was 
struck and killed. He did not know for 
sure that Jensen had been.; billed until 
k» went back to the crossing and then' 


he went back with others and found th 
body. 


Er. Peelm testified in regard to th 


condition of the body after he was pa)Je< 
and made an examination.

Identified Bodies Number 66 


Over 30 Still Missing-En- 


tire Families Lost. 


PUEBLO, Colo., Aug. 0.—A cast 


deep gloom has settled down upon thi 
city today,- the day following the rail 
road horror, which snuffed out 100 o 
more lives yesterday. 
Many busines 


houses are closed out of respect for tb< 
dead, and more than forty private home 
are darkened and . in mourning. Th 
wreck victims of yesterday will pvobab 
ly not be thoroughly known for some 
time and cases of total losses of mind a 
a result of the shock. 


All the citizens have joined in immcns 


funeral processions winding unceasingl; 
from one morgue to the other. 


ALL AP.E IN MOURNING. 


Death in one of its 
most horriW 


forms has become so common that deli 
cate women and innocent children ever 
guarded from the touch of tragedy are 
freely .lilowed to gaze upon it; Scarce a 
person in the city who does'not suffer a 
personal loss knowing some 0113 of tin 
victims as a friend. The eye of rooiirn 
ing, full and sad, is universal. 


The calamity is the heaviest that has 


ever fallen on the city. 


The first emotion that seized the city 


yesterday morning as the news appeared 
was one of incredulity. 
Toda,?- it lias 


settled down to certainty. Entire fami- 
lies have been wiped out, an instance be- 
ing that of J. Q. Thomas, commercial ag- 
ent for' the Santa Fe railroad, who to- 
gether with his. wife lost their lives in 
the raging waters. 


THE HUNT TOR THE DEAD. 


All night long the search was.kept up 


and an occasional body was located J>iit 
in the darkness work was noeessarily 
slow. The most treacherous of streams, 
the Fountain river, into which nearly till 
the dead bodies were washed, this morn- 
ing had fallen to nearly its normal con- 
dition nnd the work of rescue will be 
made easier, although still dangerous 
from nuick sand, whicli proved such a 
factor in delaying work yesterday. This 
did not deter the searchers today and 
tys soon as daylight came on, many men 
again took up the work and the number 
was increased as the day wore on. Bod- 
ies have been recovered more than ten 
miles from the scene of the disaster and 
rumors that bodies had been carried.fur- 
ther distances are heard. The dsath list 
as compiled from the best obtainable 
sources of information shows a total of 
sixty-six identified dead, total known 
missing twenty-six and unidentified bod- 
ies 6, making an even 100 lives lost. This 
list will more than likely be added to. 


The railroad situation has materially 


improved, traffic being resumed 
this 


morning over the Rio Grande tracks. 
The officials here had no information to 
communicate and not caring to estimate 
financial matters, saying th<>7 dad tak- 
en no notice of the pecuniary affairs in 
a time like this. Many of the officials 
returned to the wreck scene early this 
morning with wrecking crews and toa.iy 
will probably wipe out all trace of the 
horrible catastrophe.

After lingering for weeks between life

state, the aggregate 


taxes of the railroads under the new ad 
valorem taxation' law would, the state 
board says,; be $2,607,044.60 this year, 
or $659,038.26 more than the aggregate 
license fees computed at the rates fixed 
by the statutes upon the gross earnings 
of the roads m the state for the calendar 
year of 1903. In other words, the pre- 
liminary determination of the value oi 
railroads by the state board of assess- 
ment increases tha annual taxes of such 
roads $659,038.26.

GO TO SUPREME COUTtT. 


• It is uderstood proceedings will bo duly 
commenced before the supreme court 
Tuesday to determine the question of 
party regularity in the matter of the 
two Republican tickets nominated at Ma- 
dison in May lost. It is contended that 
the nomination of Hon. S. A. Cook and 
associates nominated at the Fuller Opera 
bouse convention is the regular ticket 
contemplated under the law rather than 
the one headed by Governor la Follstte 
nominated at the Armory convention, 
the contention being that while the La 
Toilette convention convened under the 
regular call, yet through various -wrong- 
ful acts complained of, delegates rightly 
elected in tho interests of Judge Baensch 
were deprived of their right to be plac- 
ed in the roll call. That is to say if the 
delegates opposing Governor La Follette 
had been admitted upon their credentials, 
tho majority in the convention would 
have been against him. 


As the matter stands the secretary of 


state will place oa the official ballot the 
nominees of the 
Armory convention 


unless restrained by law. The contes- 
tants have prepared their caae and are 
prepared to present the matter to the 
court relying up(on the legality of the 
Fuller Opera house convention, and pre- 
pared to enter upon the merits of their 
case, and to prove to the court that as 
is charged, delegates sufficient to change 
the result were denied admission to the 
Armory convention, the convention held 
xindcr the call. 


The court presumably will take up the 


case following the usual procedure. Li- 
ter on the hearing will tako place and 
tho decision rendered. This decision will 
determine the party regularity and in 
accordance therewith as befitting n. com- 
munity which respects the laws will gen- 
erally regard it as final. It is under- 
stood Hon. S. A. Cook will on his part 
in event of an adverse decision with- 
draw, but close advisers of the governor 
have been free to say, there will, be no 
withdrawal on the part of the governor 
and that he and hia associates will re- 
main in the field. In this procedure the 
irregularity will attach to the Armory 
convention nominees with all that im- 
plies. 


As to public opinion it is only neces- 


sary to imagine what would be said were 
it Mr. Cook, or his friends for him, had 
proclaimed in advance thai he 'would 
remain in the field no matter how the 
court decided. Would not the supporters 
of the governor at once say it was be- 
cause Mr. Cook and his associates had no 
foundation for their claim; that their 
case was so weak it could not be trust- 
ed before any court. Is this then not 
tho position tho governor places himself 
int Is it because the case is weak, not 
laving substantial merit, that the im- 
mediate advisors of the governor have 
•unwisely announced the ticket would 
stay in the field under any circumstan- 
ces? A refusal to submit to the arbitra- 
tion of a supreme court in a case where 
admittedly thousands of voters honestly 
differ as to the merits of regularity, may 
rightly be regarded as on admission of 
weakness, aud as to regularity aa conced- 
ed by a supreme court, it assuredly is 
fully as valuable to Governor La Fol- 
lette as it would be to Eon. S; A. Cook." 
It is not assured how the court will 
decide. This can only be determined by 
the court according to the evidence, and 
It Is by no means certam that the gover- 
nor will bo thrown out. Nobody knows 
what the verdict will be. Mr. Cook is en- 
tirely willing to leave his claims to the 
court and abide by the result, and can it 
not be asked, why not the governor be 
equally as willing. Personally he lias not 
said he will not, but close supporters 
have intimated publicly he would not re- 
spect the decision if adverse. They may 
be wrong, however, and there' is yet 
time to corect any unadvised statements. 


But there is no more good reason, the 


governor should remain in the field'in 
case tho supreme court should decide 
against him than Mr. Cook. It is pre- 
tended Mr. Cook could well withdraw 
and very properly he should in case of 
an adverse decision, while as to the'gov- 
ernor, tho case is different. Why differ- 
ent? With an adverse decision as to 
him, it is preicsely as much, in reason he 
should withdraw in the interest of party 
harmony as it would be for Mr. Cook. 
If it is said the governor is advocating 
a certain line of reform work and there1 
fore necessary he should be continued, it 
can be said why not any good reputable 
citizen like Mr. Cook for instance be re- 
lied upon to do ail necessary reform 
work for the people and even do it bet- 
ter tBAn-one-who-reBents all consultation* 


with party leaders and wants it his way 
or none at all. Beneficial.legislation is 
always the work of different mind* con- 
sidering the different points onoV different 
levels. 


President Roosevelt well?testifles to 


this in referring in his acceptance,of his 
nomination to the Cuban treaty, which 
in every line can be compared to thetpri,-s 
mary election and other matters in this 
state. The president said: "On this 
Cuban reciprocity treaty there were at 
the outset grave differences of opinion 
among ourselves; and the notable thing 
in the negotiation and ratification of;,the 
treaty and in the legislation which, car- 
ried it into effect was the highly practi- 
cal manner in'which without sacrifice of 
principle these differences 
of 
opinion 


were reconciled. There was no rapture' 
of a groat party, but aj excellent practi- 
cal outcome, the result of^tb.e^bfwmon- 
ious co-operation of two successive 'pres- 
idents and two successive congresses."' 


Eight here it can be 'said is where 


President Roosevelt tfnd; Governor" la- 
Follette do- not resemble each' other'in 
the least. Had the course" been'purs'ued 
in this state as was pursued* at'Washing- 
ton as distinctly stated by the 'president, 
there would have never'been'two HeprJb- 
lican tickets in this state. Therc'would 
have been no disagreeable- factionalism.

This is a plank in the Republican 
national platform, first providing for in- 
vestigation ami if such investigation 
shows such, to be absolutely the 
case, 


then for congress to reduce the represen- 
tation from the south in the proportion 
such number disfranchised bears to the 
total number of male inhabitants of le- 
gal age. It Ss a plank Democratic speak- 
ers and Democratic papers call the race 
issue, but why should such be called 
a race isue. If northern states should 
proceed to disfranchise the ignorant vote, 
the illiterate, and the ignorant of the 
English language, would not the Apolitical 
party 
the greatest 
sufferer' in this 


case, the Democratic party, insist as a 
condition of enacting such laws, that this 
number disfranchised be not coihitod in 
making up the congressional apportion- 
ment. Why? Because the congressional 
representation from the south is abso- 
lutely solid, and the congressional repre- 
sentation of the north more or less di- 
vided between the two'parties., - With flic 
loss of the illiterate, the ignorant, the 
number unable to speak the English lan- 
guage, there would be a weakening of 
the Democratic line.

These, contests in 
which people are invited to compete are 
for many money prizes, the winners hav- 
ing successfully guessed or nearly guess- 
ed how many votes will be cast for such 
and such candidates, or for some other 
object. It is practically the same as a 
lottery as to the immoral effects, and 
rconscquences. There are prizes for ihe 
nearest being right, those guessing the 
cowect number and in fact pretty much 
the same as prizes are arranged in'the 
regular lottery business.'' 


It seems the- owners of a Tobacco 


journal printed in the east resorted to 
precisely the same method as is now be- 
ing employed by some papers in arrang- 
ing guessing contests, only the Tobacco 
paper invited his competition in a con- 
test to determine'the amount of revenue 
tax paid on certain brands of cigars an'd 
for cash prizes only. The New York 
court of appeals reversed the decision of 
.the lower court which had held it was no 
lottery, anot held the offending newspaper 
man could remain iff custody of the law. 
But as officialdom at Washington will 
hold that guessing the amount of reve- 
nue taxes that will be paid and the num- 
ber of votes that may be probably cast 
in an election week? ahead are two dif- 
ferent things,, it is not "probable, any 
newspapers who arrange their guessing 
contests on the plan of rotes to be cost), 
will'bq interfered with. But the differ- 
ence between the -two forma is one^ as 
between twedledutn and twedledee.. ••.

• Peonage cases continue to come from 
the southern belt of states. The latest 
is a case m which John E. Roye, candi- 
date for the state senate of Georgia, is 
concerned. This person is or was under 
arrest on the charge of holding negroes 
in subjection by force on his turpentine 
fartos id southern Georgia. These sermS 
siaifes and in fact slaves in every sense 
of the word, were! confined in strong 
stockades at night and during the day 
time were worked in chains. The plan 
saicj to be worked so successfully was 
that Foye arranging (with a judge whom 
h 
!ff rs said to have control of, this judge 
Sentencing negroes who had been run,in 
on1 false charges, to nerve regular terms 
on the farms of Foye. Federal officers 
made the arrests, as in these states the 
peonage system is not interfered with 
by state authorities, nnd the case will 
be heard in the federal court. 


Unless more progress is made in sup- 


pressing peonage in the old cotton states 
it cannot be long before the black pop: 
ulation will be held in practical slavery. 
No interference occurs unless the victim 
or victims hav.e influence to secure legal 
help and it will be in order for the next 
congress to take some effective steps to- 
wards ending this growing new slavery.

A 
bulletin showing the generfcl import of 
that report WM recently made public 
and It* main facts were given In &•*• 
dispatches.

But there are many detail* of the r«- 


port that will prove of interest, »» MOB 
as it is issued. One of the interesting 
facts the report wilj show It that on* 
year after th« ceuua.wa* taken in 1900 
the agents of the bureau of labor discov- 
ered that, according to their data, th« 
size of families in the country 
had in- 


creased seven-tenth* of I per cent the 
average family confuting of 5.31 per- 
sons. Whether there wa« an actual in- 
crease in the size of famJliea daring, that 
yean or whether some undiscovered eaum 
relating to the method of gathering sta- 
tistics is responsible for' the mult is not 
known.3 


The table on which the tgorem of t&« 


bureau of labor are based were the remit 
of inquiring in £567 families. There wa* 
no international selection, of larger fam- 
ilies, aa the one requirement was that the 
head of the -family should be a wage- 
worker or a salaried man earning not 
over $1,200 per annum and be able to 
give detailed information about his ex- 
penditures. Whether or not theee quali- 
fications go with, the larger f&milie* fc 
undetermined. 


The average income per year for the** 


2S67 families 
from all «ourc« wa* 


$827.19. The average expenditure* tot 
all purposes was $708.54, and the arer- 
age expenditure for food was $320.90 per 
family of 42.54 per cent of the avenaji 
expenditure for all purpose*. 


Tables showing the expenditure* «f 


these families indicate that the averag* 
family consumed 349.7 pounds of freak 
beef during the year, the co*t of whieh 
was $50.05^ the average quantity of **J| 
beef consumed being 4S.6 pounds, co*tln( 
$5.20. The food of these families eo«t 
42.54 per cent of their income and rent" 
12.95 per cent. Clothing was 14.04 per 
cent and sickness or death 2.87 per cent. 


For religious purposes-lea* than 1 per 


cent was expended, instead of the tithe* 
which tho faithful are, supposed to corn- 
tribute for that object. The exact am- 
ount given for religion was 0.97 per cent. 
Labor and other organization fees re- 
quired slightly more than did religion, 
the amount being 1.17 per cent of the 
expenditure* of the family. Sweet char- 
ity received about one-third the sum 
given for religion, the amount being 0.31 
per cent. 


For books and newspapers the family 


expenditure was also greater than for 
religion, those, items of expense being 
1.00. Intoxicating liquors were deemed 
of still greater importance in the domes- 
tic economy, requiring 1,62 per cent of 
the total expenditure, while tobacco re- 
quired 1.42 per cent and amusement* and 
vacation 1.00 per cent.

MADE BY CHAMP CLARK 


Nominee in Address of Acceptance

ESOPUS, N. Y., Aug. 
10.—Notifica- 


tion day, the greatest day in the modern

peared in fact that it was mainly for 
this purpose that the boat had been en- 
gaged. 


On account of the rains the grounds 


and porch of Roseraount were compara-

In 
whom all power resides, have seen fit, 
through the medium of the constitu 
tlon, to limit the governmental powers 
conferred and to say to departments 
created by it: 'Thus far sbntt thou 
go and no farther.' 
To secure the 


cods sought the people have by the 
constitution separated ana distributed 
among the three departments of gov- 
ernment—the 
executive, 
legislative 


and judicial—certain powers/and it is 
the duty of those administering each 
department so to act a» 'to preserve, 
rather than to destroy the potency of 
the co-ordinate branches of the gov- 
ernment, and thus secure the exer- 
cise of all the powers confurrcd by the 
people. 


"Thomas Jefferson, in; „a letter to 


William 0. .Tnrvig, touching the perpet- 
uity of our institutions, written many 
years after he had retired to private 
life, said: 'If the three powers of our 
government maintain their mutual in- 
dependence of each other, it may last 
long, but not so if either can assume 
th£> authority of the other.' It must 
be confessed that in the: course of our 
history executives have employed pow- 
ers not belonging to them; statutes 
have been passed that were expressly 
forbidden by the constitution and stat- 
utes have been set aside as unconsti- 
tutional when it was difficult to point 
out the provisions said to be 'Offended 
against in their enactment; all this 
has been done with a goo(l purpose, 
no doubt, but,in disregard, neverthe- 
less, of the fact that ours is a govern- 
ment of: laws, not of men, deriving 
its 'just powers from the'consent; of 
the governed.' If we would have our 
government continue cUiriag the ages 
to com ej for the bonefit of those who 
shall succeed us, we _must ever^ be on 
our. guard against the danger, of U 
pation of that authority which resides 
in the whole people, whether the usu'r 
pation be by officials representing one 
of tlie three great departments of gov- 
ernment, or by a body of men acting 
without a commission from the people, 


Protection of Citizen*. 


"Impatient of the restraints of law, 


as well as of its delays, is becoming 
more and more manifest from day to 
day, Within.the past few-years many 
instances barer, been brought to our 
attention, where,In different parts of 
our beloved country,, supposed q'rim' 
inals have been seized and punished 
by a mob, notwithstanding the fact 
that the constitution of each- state 
guarantees to every person within its 
Jurisdiction that his life, bis liberty or 
his property shall not be taken, from 
him without 3Ue process of law.

The perpetrators of this of- 
fense against the laws of God and 
man, and all others engaged in the 
conspiracy with them, .should, after 
due trial and conviction, have had 
meted out to them the'most rigorous 
punishment known to the law. This 
crime, added perhaps to others, led to 
the formation of a committee of'citi- 
zens thnt, with the support of the mil- 
itary authority, deports frota the state, 
without trial, pel-sons suspected of be- 
longing to the organization of which

outrages were supposed to be mem- 
bers. In both cases the reign of law 
pave way to the reign of force.

Imprisonment or restraint, 
but th« right of oue to use Ills facul- 
ties In all lawful ways, to live and 
work where he will and to pursue any 
lawful trndr or business. These ,'es- 
•ential right* of life, liberty and' prop- 
•rtjr «• not sol/ eaarautaed.to the cit- 


not only Justified the action- of your 
convention In this regard, but made it 
Its duty to call attention to the fact 
that constitutional guarantees are vio- 
lated whenever any citizen is denied 
the right of labor, to acquire and to 
enjoy property, or to reside where his 
Interests or Inclination may determine; 
and the fulfilment of the assurance 
to rebuke and punish nil denials of 
these -rights, whether-brought about 
by individuals or government agencies, 
Bhould be enforced by every olficial 
and supported by every citizen.' The 
essence of good government lies in 
strict observance of constitutional lim- 
itations, enforcement of law; and order 
and rugged opposition to all encroach 
ment upon the sovereignty.of the peo- 
ple. 


At to the Tariff. 


"The present tariff law: is unjust to 


Its operation, excessive In/many of Its 
rates and so framed in particular in- 
stances as to fixact inordinate profits 
from the people. So well understood 
has this view become that many prom- 
inent members of the Republican par- 
ty, and nt lenst'two of its state con- 
ventions, have dared to voice the gen- 
eral .sentiment on tbnt subject That 
party seems, however, to be collective-

occasions manifested itself. 'This can 
be achieved by providing that such a 
reasonable period shall 
intervene, 


between the date of tbe enacement of 
the statute making a revision, and tbe 
date of its enforcement, as shall be 
deemed sufficient'for the industry or 
business affecrted by such, revision to 
adjust Itself to the changes and new 
conditions Imposed. So confident am I 
in the beMee that the demand of the 
people .for a reform of the tariff ,ls 
lust,v that I Indulge the hope that 
should a Democratic hocse of repre- 
sentatives ancl a Democratic executive 
be chosen 'by the people, even w Re- 
publican senate may heed theVarnhis 
and consent to give 'at least 
measure of relief to the people. 


Trust) and Combination!. 


"The combinations, popularly 


Trusts, which aim to secure a monopoly 
of trade ID the necessaries of life- as 
well as in those tbtogs thnt are. em- 
>loyed upon the farm, in the factory 
and, in many other fields of industry, 
have been encouraged and stimulated, 
by excessive tariff, duties. These op- 
erate to furnish a substantial'market 
tn the necessities of eighty millions of 
people, by practically excluding com- 
petition. With so large a market and 
highly remunerative prfcea continuing 
long after tbe line of possible competi- 
tion would naturally be reached; the 
temptation of all engaged In tbe same 
business to combine so as to prevent 
competition at bome: and a< resulting 
reduction of prices, 
has proved1 ir- 


resistible in a- oumber of case*. 
All 


men must.agree that the net result 
of enacting laws that foster siren- in- 
equHjtiblte •conditions, 1» most unfortun- 
ate for the people a» a whole, and it 


of the country, to the wisdom of bur 
fathers manifested in the form of goV-~ 
eminent established by tbrnn,. to tba 
energy, Industry, .moral character and 
law -abiding spirit of the people them- 
selves. 


Wot • Military People. 


"Wo urn not a military people, beat 


on conquest, or .engaged In extending 
our 'domains in foreign lands, or de- 
sirous of securing natural. advantages, 
however great, by force; bnt a people 
loving ' peace, not only for onreelv.es, 
but for all th»- nations of the earth. 


"Tbe display of great military arma- 


ments may please tbe eye and, for the 
moment excite the pride of the cltt- 
lea, but It cannot bring to the country. 
the brains, brawn and muscle of a sin-. 
gie .Immigrant, .nor induce the Invest 
ment here of a dollar of capital. Of 
course such armament aa may be nec- 
essary for the security of the country 
and tbe protection of -the rights of its 
citizens, at borne or abroad, must be 
maintained. Any other course » would 
be not only false economy, but pusil- 
lanimous. I protect, -however, against 
tbe feeling now far too prevalent, that 
by reason of the commanding -posi- 
tion we have assumed In the world, 
we must take part In tbe dispute* and 
broils of foreign countries; and that 
because we have • grown great we 
should intervene in every important 
question thnt arises In other parts of 
tbe world. I also protest against the 
erection of any such military estab- 
lishment as would be required to main- 
tain the country' in thnt attitude. We 
should confine our International activ- 
ities solely to matters in which the 
rights of the country or of our citi- 
zens are directly involved. That Is 
not a situation of isolation, but of In- 
dependence. 


Go»erument for the People. 


'The government of the United 


Btajfes was organized, solely for the 
people of the Unlte^ 'States, While It 
wgs, .oontbmplatedYyiat . thi» country 
ghcjn^d become a refuge for the op- 
pressed of every land, who mlg-bt be 
fit to discharge the duties ot our cltt- 
zen^hlp, and while we have always

tbht'tbe effective remedy would be to 
appropriately modify

law. The growth 
of monopoly, of 


iwhich complaint Is justly made, can- 
not be laid at the doors of the courts 
of this country. The decisions of the 
supreme cowrt of the United States, 
the court of appeals of this state, and 
the courts of last resort in many other 
states, warrant the nsserticti that un- 
common law a*' developed affords a 
complete legal remedy against mon- 
opolies'. 
The fact that they-have 


multiplied In number and tn creased In 
power has been due, not to the failure 
of the courts to apply the InwwOicn 
properly moved by".':admlni8trntlVe of- 
ficials or priv-nte indlvMitals, but to 
the failure of officials charged with 
the duty of enforcing the la.w to-take 
the necessary procedure to procure the 
Judgments of the'courts la the ap- 
propriate-jurisdiction, ' conpled with 
the fact that the legislative depart- 
ments of some of our state govern- 
ments, as well as congress in the man- 
ner already referred to, have, by legis- 
lation, encouraged their propagation. 
What is needed—tn addition to the 
passage of a1 statute revising the tariff 
duties to a reasonable busts—ds riot so 
much other and different laws, as of- 
ficials having both the, disposition and 
the courage to enforce existing law. 
While this 3s my view of the scope 
of the common law, iif it should bo 
made to appear thai; It is a mistaken 
ono, then I favor sucli further legisla- 
tion within constitutional limitations 
us will ffive the people a just and full 
measure of protection. 


The Philippine Islands. 


"Tt is difficult to understand how 


any citizen of tho United States, much 
lesa n descendant of revolutionary 
stock, can tolerate the 
thought of. 


permanently denying the right of self- 
government to the Filipinos. * • » 
The accident _pf war brought the Phil- 
ippines tato our possession and, we nre 
not nt liberty to disregard tbe responsi- 
bility which thus came to us, but that 
responsibility will be best subserved 
by prepniring tbe Islanders aa rapidly 
as possible for self-government and 
giving to them the assurances tliat.it 
will come as soon as they are reason- 
ably prepared for it. There need bo 
no fear that tho assertion so often 
made ot late, thnt wo have now be- 
come a world power, 
will then be 


without support. 
Ours is a world 


power, and aa such, it minst bo main- 
tained, but I deny that It is at nil 
recently thnt the United State, has at- 


sympatblzed with the people of every 
nation in their, struggles for self-go,T- 
erument, the- government wag not cre- 
ated; for a career of political or civiliz- 
ing evangelization lal'foreign, countries 
or among alien races by intervention 
in their affairs. 
The most 
efficient 


work we can do in uplifting the people 
of other countries is by the presenta- 
tion of a bfippy, prosperous, self-gov- 
erning nation as an ideal to be emu- 
lated, n model to be followed. 
The 


general occupation of ouv citizens in 
the arts of peace, or tbo absence of 
large military armaments, tends to Im- 
pair neither patriotism nor physical 
courage, and for the trotb of this 1 
refer the young men',,of today to the 
history of Ib'e . eiviJ^war;

years, with the excejjtloo of the war 
with Mexico, this.country had been at 
peace, with a standing army most of
